Nobody was loud enough to be 
heard so great was the din and confusion.

A CONFLICT OF LABOR. 
The Colored Laborers Protesting Against 
the Importation of Foreigners, 

WASHINGTON, September 24.—There is a 
prospect of serious trouble in this city be- 
tween the resident laborers and a gang ot 
Italian and Hungarian laborers imported 
from New York by Thomas McCann, of that 
city, who has a contract for $300,000 or $400,- 
000 worth of sewer construction in this dis- 
trict. The laborers here, principally colored 
men, have been receiving $1.50 per day, and 
it is said by them that the imported laborers are 
enly to be paid 75 and 90 cents per day. A 
gang of two hundred of the foreigners is en- 
camped in Gateswoods, just outside the city 
limits, and is employed on the boundary 
sewer. ‘To-day Robert €. Hewitt, represent- 
ing the resident laborers, and William H. 
Mapler, contractor of this city, called on the 
district commissioners to see if anything 
could be done to prevent the importation of 
foreign low-priced laborers. They informed 
the commissioners that if the forcign laborers 
were allowed to come here 
and crowd out Washington laborers, the dis- 
trict would be obliged to support the latter this 
winter as paupers. Mopler, who was a bidder 
for the sewer contract, and whose bid was 
next io the lowest, said that the district con- 
tractors in making their estimates of the cost 
of the work had based them on the current rate 
of laborers’ wages in the district, and that 
they thought it fair that a foreign 
bidder, who had evidently. based his estimates 
for wages on the rate paid to these imported 
laborers, should be allowed to compete with 
them. The Washington laborers are very in- 
dignant over the importation of foreign labor- 
ers, and are making threats of a picnic of col- 
ored laborers, which is to be held on Monday 
next in Gates’ woods, where the foreigners 
are encamped, and trouble is 


anticipated if 
the foreigners are not removed from the vi- 
cinity.

Under the 
amended act, asinterpreted by the collector 
of the port of San Francisco, the Chinese 
merchant who wanted to goto British Colum- 
bia tosee about the business of his branch- 
house would first have to go to China 
and procure a certificate of the Chinese gov- 
ernment before he would be permitted to 
come back home.to San Francisco, and as the 
certificates could be taken up om landing, he 
would have to repeat the trip to China every 
time he had occasion to visit any point on the 
coast outside the United States territory.

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A SINGULAR TRAGEDY. 


The Reason Why Captain Johnson Killed 
Major Henry. 

CuatTanooca, Tenn., September 24.— 
[Special.J—The killing of Major Edwin 
Henry, at Hayesville, by Cs asap E. T. John- 
son, 18 the second act in the tragedy which 
began last fail in Indianapolis, where Johnson 
and his family then resided.

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THE WHEAT CRISIS. 

Corn was worth more than wheat in Chi- 
cago at the opening of the present week, corn 
being worth 79 cents a bushel and wheat only 
70 cents. This is without precedent. Corn 
will, of course, be cheaper, but just now the 
great question isy what is to be the value of 
wheat? The price is now down to the cost of 
production, and if there is to bea further fall 
the farmers of the northwest will think the 
bottom has dropped out. 

It is diflicult to ascertain the real situation 
asto wheat. Last year when crops were 
short, both in this country and in Europe, 
the price of wheat did not advance so that 
the farmer could realize as much for his 
crop as he could have done at harvest time. 
The crops are more abundant this year, both 
in America and Europe, and the farmers are 
very naturally afraid that rock bottom has 
not been reached. The facts as to the new 
crop believed to be as follows: Great 
Britain, Germany, France, Russia, Spain and 
Italy, while their crops are better than last 
year, bave not after all raised more than an 
average supply, and taken together they will 
need the usual quantity from other countries. 
India has only a good average harvest, and 
the Australian harvest does not occur until 
December. To meet the demands of Europe, 
we baye more new, but less old wheat, than 
we had last year. Our total supply this year 
is in the neighborhood of 550,000,000 bushels. 
a8 against 500,000,000 bushels last year. | 

But we will have to sell our surplus ata 
low price, because Europe will consume her 
own product; and the surplus 
of India and dAustrdlia before she 
will pay a large price for Americar wheat: 
but if we are able to lay wheat down in Liv- 
erpool at $1 a bushel, while our farmers will 
sutier, the farmers of Europe will suffer still 
more, and it will go far towards settling a

ture and plant his lands in other products. 
It is estimated that English farmers will re- 
duce their-wheat acreage this fall 1,000,000 
acres. and French farmers 5,000,000 acres. 
The very low prices that the northwest is 
grumbling over will therefore go far towards 
making this country as strong in the wheat 
market as we have long been in the cotton 
market. When we control the bread and 
clothing of the world we will have reached 
the height of commercial glory. England 
has always intended to deprive us of this 
glory, by raising wheat and cotton in India 
and wheat in Australia, but her great colonies 
are not equal to her desires. The seat of 
commercial power is destined te go westward, 
and be lodged in our fertile plains and val- 
leys, and the farmers of the northwest can 
drive their rivals quickly to other products 
if they will keep up the supply of wheat, 
even if they do have to accept for a short 
time the bare cost of production. The south 
will then clothe the naked and the west feed 
the hungry of the old world, and our com- 
mon prosperity will be assured. Just when 
such a victory is within our grasp, it would 
be the height of folly to surrender to the 
weaker side. We have cheap lands, cheap 
transportation and a happy ciimate, and we 
can make our wheat fields as important 
throughout the world as are our cotton fields. 
It is simply another case of the survival of 
the fittest, and in this case, as in all similar 
cases, the stronger, not the weaker, compet- 
itor is entitled to the field. 


COTTON MILLS AND COTTON MANUFAC- 
TURING. 

The New York Journal of Commerce re- 
cently published a list of cotton mills said to 
be idle. According toits table one-half of 
the spindles in the northern mills were not 
in operation, but the New York Bulletin 
promptly shows that the Journal’s informa- 
tion was incorrect so far as 2,287,100 spindles 
were concerned. Probably not over fifteen 
percent of the northern mills are idle. 
Mills are generally stopped at this season of 
the year. Just before the new crop is ready 
for market, gloomy reports of over-produc- 
tion, falling prices and idle spindles are sent 
out: a total stoppage is sometimes predicted, 
and the farmer is asked to accept tive dollars 
less per bale than he had reason to expect. 
The stoppage business is becoming as monot- 
onous as the frost stories from the peach 
orchards of Delaware and New Jersey. The 
prices of cotton and woolen goods are now 
at the bottom, and the tables of the Journal 
of Commerce cannot carry them lower. No 
doubt production has outrun consumption, 
but the people who have good crops will buy, 
and there will soon bea demand for goods. 
The southern mills are suffering because they 
bave made only coarse goods. The Columbus 
Enquirer thus explains the sagacity of its 
mills: ‘*The mills of this city make a variety 
of goods. This variety pleases the whims. of 
several sections. This yariety 
eler from the mills an opportunity

depression was needed, perhaps, to open 
their eyes to the dangers of such a_ policy. 
From the present depression will no doubt 
be plucked safety andeprosperity. Our man- 
ufacturers are doing at least as well as their 
northern competitors, and there is no reason 
to anticipate any prolonged season of protit- 
less production. The Columbus Enquirer 
says the older southern mills can easily, afier 
sixteen years of prosperity, weather one year 
of adversity. Profits haye been lessened in 
well managed southern mills, whereas at the 
north they have in many cases disappeared 
altogether. But millsin both sections wil! 
soon have orders enough, and when they 
have accumulated stocks of the raw material 
at prices that suit them, we will not be apt 


to see,in the Journal of Commerce, any 
more tables of idle mills.

Rumors Revived That Mr. Gresham May yet! Accept 
the Place- George H, Sharpe Preparing to Go 
to South America—Keportse From the 
Consuls- China at New Orleans.

C. E. Coon, as acting secretary of the treasury 
under special designation by the president, 
expired at the close of business to-day. All 
business which, by law, must be transected by 
the secretary, such as the signing of warrants 
and vouchers, appointments, making and ap- 
proving contracts,» approving bonds, deciding 
questions under the customs, and other laws 
waiving the regulations of the department, 
etc., will, therefore, have to be held in abey- 
ance until an appointment is made to fill the 
vacancy. Two assistant secretaries and other 
officers of the department will be in attend- 
ance to-morrow, and every day until the 
office is filled, and will transact 
the current business of the depart- 
ment, except in cases requiring 
the action of the secretary. . It is not expecte: 

that this practical cessation of the business of 
the department, so far as the secretary’s office 
is concerned, for one or two days will prove 
particularly injurious to the public. A longer 
delay, however, can only result in complica- 
tions and embarrassments which would un- 
doubtedly prove serious.

WASHINGTON, September 24.—The state de- 
partment has received an interesting report 
from the United States consul at Genoa in re- 
gard to the cholera scourge, which made its 
appearance on the 22d of August. He says 
that at the outbreak of the cholera at Toulon 
and Marseilles, Spezia was selected as the place 
to quarantine all Italian fugitives from these 
cities. Those brought to Spezia, at the expense 
of the Italian government, were kept 
on board ship the ten days of quarantine 
required. The report has not beén contradic- 
ted that afterwards the refugees were allowed 
to take their mattresses and other bedding on 
shore, and there they disposed of them to the 
highest bidder. Another report was that 
many of the refugees escaped during the night 
time, and took their infected clothing with 
them.

GOING BACK TO TEXAS, 


An Old Atlanta Boy Arrested for a Murder 
Committed Three Years Ago. 

Sheriff Tatham, of Cherokee county. Texas, 
passed through Atlanta yesterday, carrying 
with him Robert Usher, who is wanted in 
Cherokee county, Texas, for murder. 

Usher is anocld Atlanta boy. He was born 
in the city about thirty-five years azo, but 
when yet a child, left with his parents for the 
lone star state. When Usher reached his ma- 
jority he married a Texas lady, and soon after 
that event entered the mercantile business in 
Rusk, a smal] town in Cherokee county. Ile 
was a good business man, and was succeeding 
fincly when he got into the difficulty, 
fer which he is wanted. About 
three years ago Usher killed a man named 
Agnew. It appears from what Sheriff Tatham 
says, that Agnew was a desperate man, and 
had a difheulty with Usher previous to the 
killing. On the day of the killing Agnew 
went to Usher’s store and asked him to walk 
outside and settle the old trouble. Usher de- 
clined, and the quarrel continued until Usher 
shot Agnew dead. After the shooting 
Asher went to the county seat of Cherokee 
county and gave himself up. Subsequently 
he had a preliminary trial and was released 
upon bond, but before his trial was called he 
left Texas and came to Georgia. Me located 
in Crawfordville and soon started a small 
store, but about a week ago his whereabouts 
was ascertained and he was arrested. When 
arrested he denied being the man who was 
wanted, but when Sheriff Tatham faced him 
in the Crawtordville prison Sunday, he admit- 
ted everything. Usher’s wife and two chil- 
dren were with him yesterday. They all ap 

ared quite satistied and were confident of an 

y acquittal. Even the sheriff declared 

at Usher would be acquitted. 
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A BATTLE FLAG 


Judge Tompkins Thinks He is On the Track 
of Missing Colors. 

THE CONSTITUTION printed a few days ago an 
appeal from an Illinois regiment for its regimen- 
tal cclors, which were captured just outside of At- 
lanta in the battle of the 22d of July. The regi- 
ment isabout to havea reunion, and is very anx- 
ious to have its old battle flag restored to them so 
that it can be displayed on that occasion. 

Whoever seeks in THE ConstitvUTIoNn for what is 
lost is pretty apt to find it, and we feel justified 
in announcing this morning that 
the colors of the Illinois 
regiment have been traced in all probability, and 
will be restored to them. Judge Henry B. Tomp- 
kins, ofthis city, wasa boy eighteen years old 
when the battle of the 22d of July was fought near 
Atlanta. He was in that battle as the adjutant ol 
the Thirty-ninth Alabama regiment. His regi- 
ment broke the enemy’s line tothe north of the 
city and drove back an Illinois regiment in some 
confusion. As the Lilinois regiment was retreat- 
ing, the color bearer was shot and the colors drop- 
ped. Judge Tompkins captured them and carried 

fthe confederate lines, 

\ afterwards, The 

bearer of the Alabama _ regiment, Ws 

killed in the charge, and the second color bearer, 
who took charge of the regimental flag. was shot 
down. Judge Tompkins being the adjutant and 
without a gun took the colors of his own regiment 
and carried them through the battie and brought 
them outofthe battle with the colors of this 
lilinois regiment. Ina conversation with Judge 
Tompkins on the subject, he said: ene 

‘Tl don’t remember the uumber ef the [llinots 
regiment that we drove back. The flag in ques 
tion, ] remenber, was a large, blue flag with stars 
on it and J understood then was the state flag of 
the state of Dlinois and was flown by the reg.- 
ment in addition to their regimental battle flag. In 
the skirmish on the Lickskillet road’on the 3d ol 
August, abuut two weeks after the battle of the 
22d of July I was shot through the body, and it 
was thought that I was mortally wounded. Gen- 
eral Clayton, Who was then major-general, asked 
me for this Illinois flag, and I gave it to him. He 
had been my old brigadier-general. Ihave no 
doubt that he has the flag now, and I have writ- 
ten to him asking him aboutit. Ofcourse | can- 
not becertain that it is the flag of the Illinois 
regiment, but I confident that it 
is the flag t is walted. 
understand at the battle of the 22d, we broke 
through the enemy’s lines in only afew places and 
there were not many flags captured on that day, 
so I considered it very rebate that the Hag that 
I took on that day isthe flag that is missing, and 
for which asearch was instituted in your paper. 
If it is Jam sure that General Emeral Clayton will 
return it With pleasure. He is too gallanta man 
to withbold from a brave enemy the flag which 
they lost through the changing fortunes of war.”’ 

Judge Tompkins still suffers from the effect of 
the shot through his body, received 
outside of Atlanta on the third of August, and is 
unable to wear a watch in the ordinary watch- 
pocket, because he is unable to stand the slightest 
pressure on the oid wound.
